This community existed as computer clubs such as the 
Homebrew Computer Club and through national magazines such as 
Byte. 

Before we foresaw the development of a large computer industry, 
we met to share and distribute information about what these ma- 
chines were, who would use them, how and what for, and how they 
would change the way we live. Because we had a limited experience 
base, it was essential to gather in small groups of similarly minded in- 
dividuals in order to keep up with this new adventure. 

Eventually personal computers were very successful and floods of 
software appeared. The clubs and magazines served to keep mem- 
bers updated on the latest available software and hardware. 

The clubs were organized around individual computers because 
this was much more efficient and useful for the many members. It

could learn how to expand your computer knowledge base and also 
learn how to correct technical problems. There were always local 
experts who could direct you to solutions and tricks in order to get 
by, or who had the latest word on compatibility problems. By 1980, 
the clubs were essential to getting computer information of all types.
